A MODEL DAIKI FAKM.—Echo Farm is 


about one mile eastward of 
Litchfield, 


Conn., nnd is nearly 1,300 feet above the 
sea level. Mr. Starr, the owner, having im- 
paired his health by too close confinement to 
business, was attracted to the spot in I860, 
merely, with a Tiew of securing n summer 
residence, and without the most remote 
idea of ever engaging in farming or stock- 
raising. It is hardly to be supposed that 


• 
an active business man, having both capital 
and enthusiasm to apply to farming, could 
find employment for his faculties on a grass 
farm of sixty.six acres. 
Therefore adjoin- 


ing properties were purchased and added lo 
the farm, so that now, "Echo Farm" con- 
tains nearly four hundred acres. He has n 
herd of most excellent cows, as is shown by 
their production of njilk and butler, by 
their progeny, especially those which have 
come to milk, and by tho animals them- 
selves. The cows are hinted out for an 
hour or inoro every day. 
Tlioy get this 


exercise and 
fresh air regularly, even 


in the coldest weather, 
except during 


severe storms. An abundance of pure air is 
provided in every department iu which live 
stock is kept. The system of feeding fol- 
lowed is very simple : Mixed bran and meal 
are fed upon cut feed twice a day. 
One 


good meal of roots is given by themselves 
Mangels and sugar beets nre the only roots 
used, and the cows have beside all the dry 
hay they will eat. 
Everything is of tho 


sweetest and purest character—(he hay fra- 
grant, the few cornstalks used thoroughly 
cured and free from mustiuess ; the corn 


quality. 
Thus nothing can be eaten by the 


cows iu the stable which can affect tho milk 
unfavorably, and everything contributes to 
its high flavor nnd excellence. 
It is an in- 


flexible rule that all the animals shall bo 
treated kindly nnd gently. 
No shouting, 


hallooing or alarming demonstrations are 
made ; hence they grow up docile nnd gen- 
tle. 
All tho animals are kept clean ; the 


cows brushed or carded daily ; their stalls 
not only cleaned out, but swept out uud 
sanded. 
Tho temperature of the stables is 


regulated, 
and 
thermometers 
aro hung 


where they may be conveniently inspected. 


At milking time visitors are excluded, and 


the milkers have the floor to themselves. 
The milk of each cow is weighed as soon as 
it is drawn, the weight set down by each 
milker upon his own slate, nnd when ho has 
done Ihe slate is delivered to tho dairy 
maid. 
Tho milk is poured from the uiilk- 


poils through a fine brass wire clolh slraiuer 
at the spout into a largo nail. This pai! is 
a triple strainer, the spout of which is n 
four-inch cylinder. There is a line brass 
wire-gauge strainer placed over the snout 
inside the pail. 
Over the outer end of Iho 


spout a hoop of tin is fitted loosely; and by 
means of this two thicknesses of muslin aro 
fastened like a drum.head over Iho end 
The milk is poured into tho pnus, or deep 
cans, and thus tho milk is virtually strained 
four times. 


The butter is put up in half-pound prints. 


These are of tbe usual circular form, about 
an inch and a half high, nnd are stamped 
with Iho monogram "Echo." 
AH soon as 


the butter is moulded, each print is wrapped 
in a now, clean muslin napkin, and placed 
in a neat white paste-board box and flout
